NUERNBERG, _ Sept. 
(AP)—The International Mili- 
tary Tribunal today branded 
Germany’s generals ‘‘a dis- 
grace to the honorable profes- 
sion’ of soldiering, but held 
that the General Staff and 
High Command were not crim- 


inal as units. 

The tribunal convicted “certain 
groups” of the Nazi party leader- 
ship corps, the S.S. (elite guard), 
the SD (a spy department) and 
the Gestapo (secret police), but 
“declined” to rule on the General 
Staff and High Command, the 
Reich cabinet and the SA (Brown- 
shirts)—in effect acquitting them. 

The court emphasized, however, 
that no individual] involved in a 
crime regardless of the acquittal 
ef his organization could escape 
punishment because of that ac- 
quittal.

Those members who knew what 
their organizations were doing, 
the court contended, were con- 
victed automatically. Those who 
quit such organizations before the 
invasion of Poland also were ac- 
quitted. 

The verdict excludes Hitler’s old 
S.A. which once had 4,000,000 mem- 
bers, from culpability. The tri- 
bunal held that the S.A. lost its 
significance after the purge of 
1934 and became relatively unim- 
portant. 

Although it did not hold guilt 
the notorious general staff, power- 
ful in German politics since Bis- 
marck’'s time, the court said evi- 
dence of criminality “against 
many members of the- general 
staff and high command as indi- 
viduals is clear and convincing.” 

A similar attitude was taken 
toward the Hitler Jugend (youth), 
which was not referred to in the 
verdict except to show the culpa- 
bility of Baldur von Schirach, who 
built it up. 

In absolving the cabinet, the 
tribunal said that in the dictator- 
ial Hitler setup it was impotent 
after 1937. 

The tribunal found the essence | 
of guilt of organizations was co- 
operation of members for criminal 
purposes.

BENJAMIN FIELDS.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (UP)— 
A Federal grand jury today in- 
dicted Benjamin F. Fields, Wash- 
ington contract expediter and a 
former convict, for contempt of 
Congress in connection with a 


House committee investigation of 
a $12,936 surplus wire screening 
deal. 

Fields was indicted on two 
counts charging. him with refusal 
to produce records on the deal. 
If convicted, Fields faces a maxi- 
mum penalty of one year in prison 
and a $1000 fine on each count. 

The committee cited him Aug. 
15, charging him with “willful and 
deliberate refusal” to abide by a 
subpena to produce records of the 
wire screening deal, including 
how he split a $4442.80 gross profit 
on the deal. 

Fields, who wasacentral figure 
in a Senate investigation of the 
Garsson munitions combine, testi- 
fied that he paid out one-third 
each to two “John Does”—later 
identified as Glenn A. Dies and 
John F. Brunner, former asso- 
ciates—$400 to Howard P. Payne 
of his Washington office and $100 
in expenses. 

Fields had submitted a single 
sheet of note paper listing the 
gross profits, but the committee 
demanded a more detailed ac- 
counting. He said he had no other 
records. 

Payne, a Washington attorney,

Record-Seeking Plane Two Thirds 


Of Way to U.S. 


From Australia 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (UP)— 
The Truculent Turtle,\a new type 
Navy patrol plane. designed to 
carry atomic bombs, was more 
than two-thirds of the way at noon 
(11 a.m, St. Louis time) today on 
its record-seeking non-stop dis- 
tance flight from Australia to the 
United States, 

Navy officers estimated that the 
Plane had completed nearly 7000 
miles of its, flight from Perth, 
Australia. The last official report 
from the craft placed it some 600 
miles east of Midway island at 9 
a.m. St. Louis time. 


(The Lockheed Aircraft Cor- 
poration reported at Los Angeles 
that it was informed by the Navy 
Department that the Turtle was 
1500 statute miles off the west 
coast between Midway and Seattle 
an hour later. The plane was av- 
eraging 218 miles an hour, the re- 
port’ said.) 

On the basis of its present prog- 


ress, the big twin-engined P2V 
Neptune with its crew of four of- 
ficers and a baby Kangaroo 
should reach Seattle or a point 
south of there around 10 p.m., St. 
Louis time. Seattle is about 9800 
miles from the takeoff point in 
Australia. 

Although the navy declined com- 
ment on information. that the 
plane might continue on to Ber- 
muda—12,400 miles from Perth— 
a decision on the flight plan will 
be made when the plane makes 
landfall near Seattle. 

The plane has an éxtreme cruis- 
ing range of. more than 13,000 
miles under favorable conditions. 
If it does not encounter strong 
headwinds it could make’ the ‘11,- 
600 miles to Washington, D. C., its 
original. destination, and have 
ample gasoline to continue on 823 
miles to Bermuda. ?

One of the defendants, Robert 
Ley, committed suicide on Oct. 
25, 1945: another defendant, Gus- 
tav Krupp von Bohlen und Hal- 
bach, was found unable to. stand 
his trial because of his physical 
and mental condition: and the 
charges against him were retained 
for trial hereafter, if his physica! 
and mental condition should per- 
mit. The defendant (Martin) Bor- 
mann was absent, but the trial 
proceeded against him in his ab- 
sence under a relevant provision 
of the charter. 

All the defendants were repre- 
sented by counsé), for the most 
part chosen by themselves but in 
a few cases counsel were appointed 
by the tribunal at the request of 
the defendants. The tribunal also 
appointed counsel for the absent 
defendant Bormann and for all 
the named groups of organizations 
which the prosecution asked the 
tribunal to declere criminal.

History of Nazi Regime in Germany 


The tribunal then deals with the 
origin and aims of the Nazi party 
and the establishment of the Nazi 
regime in Germany. It deals with 
certain points of the party pro- 
gram in these words: 

“The demand for the unifica- 
tion of all Germans in the great- 
er Germany was to play a large 
part in the events preceding the 
seizure of Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia: the abrogation of the 
treaty of Versailles was to be- 
come a decisive motive in at- 
tempting to justify the policy of 
the German government: the 
demand for land was to be the 
justification for the acquisition 
of living space at the expense of 
other nations: the expulsion of 
the Jews from membership of 
the race of German blood was to 
lead to the atrocities against the 
Jewish people: and the demand 
for a national army was to re 
sult in measures for rearmament 
on the largest possible scale and 
ultimately to war.” 7 
The tribunal then discussed the 

constitution and the procedure 
within the party dealing especially 
with the leadership principle 
(fuehrerprinzip). 

The tribunal then dealt with the

The documents tendered in 
evidence upon both sides were 
most voluminous, 

A complete stenographic record 
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as early as May of 1934 Adm. 
Raeder issued a secret rearma- 
ment plan which contained this

The tribunal then turned to 
the question of aggressive war 
and discussed the law relative 
to it.

of everything said in court was 
made as well as an electrical re- 
cording of all the proceedings. 
Copies of all the documents put 
in evidence by the prosecution 
were supplied to the defense in 
the German language. The ma- 
jority of these documents were 
captured by the Allied armies in 
German Army headquarters, 
Government buildings and else- 
where. Some of them were found 
in salt mines, buried in the 
ground or hidden behind false 
walls. 

Except in one or two isolated 
cases the authenticity of these 
documents was never challenged 
and the case against the defend- 
ants rested in a large measure

Hitler’s Rise Recorded. 

The negotiations leading to the 
appointment of Hitler as chancel- 
lor of the Reich by President von 
Hindenberg on Jan. 30, 1933, were 
recorded, The parts played by in- 
dividual defendants such as Goer- 
ing, Schacht and Von Papen were 
analyzed. 

After Hitler’s accession to 
power the Reichstag building in 
Berlin was set on fire in Febru- 
ary 1933. This fire was used by 
Hitler and his cabinet as a pre- 
text for suspending the consti- 
tutional guarantees of freedom. 
The persecution of other politi- 
cal parties, the use of the con- 
centration camps, the founding 
of the Gestapo as a secret po- 
lice, the elimination of politi- 
cal opponents and reduction of 
the powers of regional and lo- 
cal governments’ throughout 
Germany were all designed to 
keep absolute political power in 
the hands of the Government. 

The Government secured con- 
trol of the civil service, sub- 
jected the judiciary to strict 
control, destroyed the trade 
unions and seme terete sped 
roperty and imprison eir 

pea acamnnen the churches 
and began the campaign against 
the Jews. The Government con- 
trolled the press, the radio and 
industry.

and the appointment of Goering. 
as the plenipotentiary in charge. 
Thereafter Goering began to build 
a strong air force and announced 
on July 8, 1938, that the German 
air force was already superior in 
quality and quantity to the English. 
He said he had been ordered to 
build as rapidly as possible an air 
force five times as large, to in- 
crease the speed of Army and 
Navy rearmament and to concen- 
trate on offensive weapons, prin- 
cipally heavy artillery «nd heavy 
tanks. The extent to which this 
vast rearmament had been accom- 
plished was stated by Hitler on 
Oct. 19, 1939: 

“The military application of our 
people’s strength has been carried 
through to such an extent that, 
within a short time at any rate, 
it cannot be markedly improved 
upon by any manner of effort.” 

In an endeavor to reassure 
public opinion in other countries, 
this Government announced in 

1935 that while the disarmament 
clauses had been renounced, Ger- 
many would still respect the 
territorial Hmitations of the Ver- 


_ nations. In the judgment of the

tent aggressive war was a crime 
before the execution of the Lon- 
don agreement, but, because the 
questions of law involved were 
so important, the tribunal ex- 
pressed its view upon the points 
which had been raised: 

The making of the charter 
was the legitimate exercise of 
Sovereign legislative power by 
the countries to which the Ger- 
man Reich unconditionally sur- 
rendered. With regard to the 
constitution of the court, all 
that the defendants were en- 
titled to ask was to receive a 
fair trial on the facts and the 
law in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of justice. 

The main argument of the de- 
fense had dealt with the ques- 
tion of aggressive war. It was 
contended that no sovereign 
power had made aggressive war 
a crime at the time the alleged 
criminal acts were committed, 
that no statute had defined ag- 
gressive war, that no penalty 
had been fixed for its commis- 
sion, and no court had been cre- 
ated to try and punish offend- 
ers in these circumstances, 

It was said that, to punish de- 
fendants for the crime of ag- 
gressive war, was to indulge in 
ex-post facto legislation abhor- 
rent to the law of,all civilized 


tribunal these contentions ignore 
the true nature of international 
law which is continually devel- 
oping, adapting itself to the 
needs of a changing world as 


the wisdom and experience of 


The contention was made that 
the official position of defendants 
as heads of state should free them 
from responsibility and that inter- 
national law did not apply to indi- 
viduals. The tribunal declared 
that the doctrine of the immunity 
of heads of state had no applica- 
tion where a state had violated in- 
ternational law and that for many

years past military tribunals had 
tried and punished individuals 
guilty of violating the rules of 
land warfare laid down by the 
Hague convention. 

The defense of “superior 
orders” has never been recog- 
nized as a defense to a crime, 
but is considered in mitigation 
as the charter here provides. 
The first acts of aggression 
were the seizure of Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. Captured docu- 
ments have revealed that Hitler 
held four secret meetings deal- 
ing with his plans of aggression, 
when he made _  deciarations 
which were quite unmistakeable 
in their terms. 

On Nov. 23, 1939, in the presence 
of his supreme commanders at a 
time when Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia had been incorporated 
into the German Reich and 
Poland had been conquered by the 
German armies, Hitler reviewed 
his political task since 1919 and in 
the course of his address he said: 
“One year later Austria came. 
This step also was considered 
doubtful. It brought about a con- 
reinforcement of the 
Reich. The next step was Bo- 
hemia, Moravia and Poland. This 
step also was not possible to ac- 
complish in one campaign. It was 
not possible to reach the goal in 
one effort. It Was clear to me from

cerned with matters of sub- 
stance and not mere procedure. 

The Hague convention contains 
no statement that a breach of its 
provisions is a crime, nor is any 
sentence imposed, nor is there any 
mention of the court in which of- 
fenders will be tried. Yet the acts 
outlawed in the Hague convention 
are recognize. to be crimes as 
fully as though they had been ex- 
pressly defined as such. 


The general treaty for the re- 
nunciation of war of the 27th Au- 
gust, 1928, generally known as the 


pact of Paris or the Kellogg-Bri- 
and pact, was binding upon 63 
nations, including Germany, Italy 
and Japan. 

At the outbreak of war in 
1939 that pact which had for its 
object “a frank denunciation of 
war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy” condemned re- 
course to war for the solution of 
international controversies and 
renounced war as an instrument 
cf national policy. 

It further enacted that “the 
settlement or solution of all dis- 
putes or conflicts shall never be 
sought except by pacific means.” 

After 1928 war was an illegal 
thing, in the opinion of the tri- 
bunal. 

The solemn renunciation of war 
as an instrument of national pol- 
icy necessarily involves the prop- 
osition that such a war is illegal 
in international law and that those 
who plan and wage such a war, 
with its inevitable and terrible 
consequences, are committing a 
crime in so doing. 

War for the solution of inter- 
national controversies undertaken 
as an instrument of national pol- 
icy certainly includes a war of 
aggression and such a war is 
therefore outlawed by the pact. | 


more territorial problems for Ger- 
many in Europe.” 

Very soon after these confer- 
ences Hitler asked the Defendant 
Keitel for information about the 
military force which would be re- 
quired to break all Czech resist- 
ance in Bohemia and Moravia and 
the answer of Keitel was given 
on Oct. 11, 1938, and on Oct, 21, 
1938, barely a month after the 
pact of Munich, a directive was 


by the Defendant Keitel to the 
armed forces on their future tasks 


“Liquidation of the remainder 
of Czechoslovakia; it must be pos- 
sible to smash up in time the re- 
mainder of Czechoslovakia, if her 
policy should become hostile 
towards Germany.” 

May 23, 1939, after Austria 
and Czechoslovakia had been 

seized, Hitler announced at & 
meeting in the Reich Chancel- 
lery in Berlin that he would at- 
tack Poland for the reasons 
which he then gave. 

In view of these declarations, 
the tribunal entertains no doubt 
that the war against Poland was 
an aggressive war and therefore 
a crime within the meaning of 
the charter. 

AGGRESSIVE WAR AGAINST 
DENMARK AND NORWAY. 

The invasions of Denmark 
and Norway were aggressive 
wars made in violation of exist- 
in treaties and assurances. 
When the plans for attacking 
Norway were made the evidence 
showed that they were not made 
for the purpose of forestalling 
an imminent Allied landing but 
at the most that they might 
prevent an Allied occupation at 
some future date. 

The Allied plans discovered by 
the Germans in the course of the 
war were not the cause of the 
German invasion of Norway. Nor- 
way was occupied by Germany to 
gain. bases from which a more 
effective attack on England and 
France might be made pursuant 
to the plans made long in advance 
of any Allied plans, No suggestion 
was ever made by the defendants 
that there was any plan to occupy 
Denmark other than that made 
by the Germans,

On the twelfth of August, 1939, 
Hitler had a conversation with 
Ciano and the Defendant Ribben- | 
trop. He then said, “Generally 
speaking, the best thing to happen | 


assurances to Yugoslavia that he 
would regard her frontier as final 
and inviolate. On the twenty- 
ninth of October, 1940, Italy in- 
vaded Greece but the military op- 
eration met with no success. In 
the following month Hitler wrote 
to Mussolini and said that no mil- 
itary operations could take place 
in the Balkans before the follow- 
ing March and therefore Yugo- 
slavia must be won over by other 
means and in other ways. Later 
in the year Hitler issued directions 
for occupying the Greek mainland 


‘north of the Aegean Sea and the 


sending of task force by way of 
Bulgaria if necessary to occupy 
the entire Greek mainland. On 
the twenty-fifth of March, 1941, 
Yugoslavia adhered to the tri- 
partite pact and thereupon the 
German Government. confirmed 
their determination to respect the 
sovereignty and territorial integ- 
tity of Yugoslavia at all times, 
But on the 26th of March, 


| after a coup d'etat in Belgrade, 


the new government which was 
set up repudiated the pact. 
Thereupon Hitler deciared that 
preparations must be made to 
destroy Yugoslavia with unmer- 
ciful harshness, Accordingly on 
the sixth of April the German 
forces invaded Greece and Yugo- 
slavia without warning and Bel- 
grade was bombed by the Luft- 
waffe. 

The aggressive war against 
Greece and Yugoslavia had long 
been in contemplation, certainly 
as early as August of 1939. 

AGGRESSIVE WAR AGAINST 
THE U.S.S.B; 


The tribunal then proceeded to 
deal with the aggressive war 
against the Union of Soviet So 
Cialist Republics. 


A nonagegression pact was signed 
on the 23rd of August 1939. As 
late as the 6th of January 1941, 
the German ambassador in Mos- 
cow informed his Government 
that the Soviet Union would only 
go to war if attacked by Germany. 
Germany began to make prepara- 
tions for the invasion of the 
U'S.8S.R. as early as the late 
summer of 1940. 

Plans were made peforehand for 
the economic exploitation of the 
territories of the Soviet Union and 
for the destruction of the Soviet 
Union as an independent state. 
After she had drawn Hungary, 
Romania and Finland into the 


contemplated attack on the 22nd 


of June 1941, Germany invaded 
Soviet territory without any dec- 
laration of war. This was the ful- 
fillment of what Hitler had 
written in Mein Kampf: 

“If new territory were to be ac- 
quired in Europe, it must have 
been mainly at Russia’s cost.” 

It had been contended for the 
defendants that the attack upon 
the U.S.S.R. was justified be- 
cause the Soviet Union was con- 
templating an attack upon Ger- 
many and making preparations 
to that end. The tribunal de- 
clared that it was impossible to 
believe that this view was very 
honestly entertained. 

The plans for the economic 
exploitation of the U.S.S.R., for 
the wholesale removal of masses 
of the population, for murder 
of commissars and political 
leaders, were all part of the 
carefully prepared scheme which 
was launched without the 
shadow of a legal excuse. 

The tribunal] tound the in- 
vasion of the Soviet Union to 
be an act ef plain aggression. 

The tribuna] next reviewed the 
international treaties which had 
been broken by Germany in the 
course of the aggressive wars and 
concluded the section upon aggres- 
sive war by discussion of the law 
applicable to the common plan or 
Conspiracy alleged in the indict- 
ment. The common plan put for 
ward by the prosecution covered 
a period of 25 years from the 
foundation of the Nazi party to 
the year 1945. 

The tribunal did not find it nec- 
essary to decide whether a single 
conspiracy between the defendants 
had been established by the evi- 
dence, 

The evidence established the 
existence ¢6f many separate 
Plans to wage aggressive war. 
Continued planning with ag- 
gressive war as the objective had 
been established beyond ill 
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doubt. The tribunal rejected 
the idea that a common plan 
could not exist because Hitler 
was a dictator. 
Hitler could not make aggres- 
sive war by himself. He had to 
have the co-operation of states- 


The tribunal then proceeded to 
deal with the war crimes and 
crimes against humanity. The evi- 
dence relating to these matters 
had been overwhelming in its vol- 
ume and detail. 


War crimes had been committed 
On a vast scale never before seen 
in the history of war. The ma- 
jority of them arose from the Nazi 
conception of total war and they 
were, for the most part, the result 
of cold and criminal calculation. 
Some of the war crimes had been 
planned long in advance. In the 
case of the Soviet Union, for éx- 
ample, the plunder of the terri- 
tories to be occupied and the ill 
treatment of the civilian popula- 
tion had been settled in minute 


detail before the attack was be-} 


gun, Similarly, with regard to the 
plan for slave labor, the German 
Government conceived the project 
of exploiting the inhabitants - of 
the occupied countries as an es- 
sential part of the war economy. 
Other war crimes, such ag the 
murder of prisoners of war who 
had escaped and been recaptured, 
then the murder of Commandos or 
captured airmen, or the destrue 
tion of the Soviet commissarse Were 
the result of direct orders cir- 
culated to the highest official 
channels. 

With regard to the prisoners of 
war, Article 6B, of the charter 
had defined war crimes to be vio- 


Ylation of the laws or customs of 


war. The judgment reviewed some 
of the principal violations which 
had been committed. Among these 
were the bullet decree of March 
1944, which ordered that on re- 
capture every escaped officer and 
non-working NCO prisoner of war, 
with the exception of British and 
American prisoners of war, were 
to be handed over to the SIPO 
and sent to the concentration 
camp at Mauthausen, to be exe- 
cuted upon arrival. 


The order of the 18th of Octo- 
ber, 1942, provided that all mem- 
bers of the/ Commando units, even 
when in uniform or members of 
sabotage groups, armed or not, 
were to be slaughtered to the last 
man; either in battle, in flight or 
while attempting to surrender. 
When Allied airmen were com- 
pelled to make forced landings in 
Germany they were sometimes 
killed by the civilian population, 
a fact known to the authorities, 
who instructed the police as a 
matter of poiicy not to interfere 
with these killings and the Min- 
ister of Justice was informed that 
no proceedings should be taken 
against anybody Awho took, part in 
them, But it was in the treatment 
of Soviet prisoners of war that the 
worst inhumanities were com- 
mitted. The statement of Gen. Rei- 
necke, the head of the prisoner of 
war department of the high com- 
mand, dated the 8th of September, 
1941, indicated the nature of the 
treatment to be accorded to Soviet 
prisoners of war. He then said: 
“The Bolshevist soldier has, there- 
fore, lost all claim to treatment as 
an honorable opponent. In accor- 
dance with the Geneva Convention 
prisoners of war attempting to 
escape are to be fired on without 
previous challenge. No warning

shot must ever be fired. The use 
of arms against prisoners is, as & 
rule, legal.” 

The Soviet prisoners of war 
were left without suitable cloth- 
ing and the wounded without 
medical care: 


They were starved and in many 
cases simply left to die. The De- 
fendant Rosenberg wrote the De 
fendant Keitel on the twenty- 
eighth of February 1942, a little 
more than eight months after the 
invasion of the Soviet Union: 
“The fate of thé Soviet prisoners 
of war. in Germany is, on the 
contrary, a tragedy of the great- 
ést extent. A large part of them 
has starved or died because of 
the hazards of the weather.” 


There was evidence that pris- 
‘oners Of war were wantonly 
murderéd and tortured. They 
were made the subjects of med- 
ical experiments of the most 
cruel kind, 

In July 1948, when experi- 
mental work was begun in the 
inc oer wae for a campaign of 

riological warfare, Soviet 
prisoners of war were in 
the medical experiments which, 
more often than not, proved 
fatal. 

For example, when prepara- 
tions were being made for the 
spreading of an epidemic of 
typhus fever behind the Soviet 
lines, it was the Soviet prisoners 
of war who were used to deter- 
mine the most efficient method 
of spreading this plague. The 
fatalities among the Soviet pris- 
onefs of war were the result of 
systematic murder on a very 
great scale, 

On the seventeenth of July, 1941, 
the Gestapo issued an order pro- 
viding for the killing of all Soviet 
prisoners of war who were or 
might be dangerous to National 
Socialism and the evidence showed 
how thoroughly this had been car- 
ried out. 

MURDER AND ILL TREAT- 
MENT OF CIVILIAN POPULA- 
TIONS. 

The second class of war crimes 
dealt with in the judgment was 
the murder and ill treatment of 
the civilian populations, 

Again the evidence was quite 
overwhelming of a systematic rule 
of violence, brutality and terror. 
All persons’ were arrested who 
were even suspected of opposing 
any of the policies of the German 
occupation authorities. They were 
interrogated by the Gestapo and 


were authorizéd to be applied. Se- 
vere measures Were not merely con- 
fined to members of resistance 
groups, but were also extended to 
their families. The practice of 
keeping hostages was inaugurated. 

An order issued by the De- 
fendant Keitel spoke in terms 
of 50 or 100 lives from the occu- 
pied countries for one German 
life. The policy of killing host- 
ages was carried to its logical 
conclusion in the destruction of 
entire towns, such as those of 
Oradour and Lidice. 

Another method of striking ter- 
ror into the inhabitants of the oc- 
cupied countries was the order is

CONCENTRATION CAMPS. 
The most notorious means of 
terrorizing the people in the oc- 
cupied countries was in the use of 
concentration eamps. In the early 
days of the Nazi regime they were 
used to imprison without trial all 
thosé persons who were in any 
way obnoxious to the German 
Government. But as time passed, 
and with the aid of the secrét po- 
lice force, the concentration camps 
became places of organized and 
systematic murder, where millions 
of people were destroyed. In the 
administration of the occupied ter 
ritoriés concentration camps were 
used to destroy all opposition 
groups. Many of the camps were 
equipped with gas chambers for 
the wholesale destruction of the 
inmates and with furnaces for the 
burning of bodies and were used 
for the extermination of Jews as 
part of the “final solution.” About 
a month before the invasion began 
the specia] task forces of the SIPO 
and S.D., called “Einsatz groups,” 
were formed on the orders of 
Himmler for the purpose of fol- 
lowing the German armies into 
the Soviet Union, fighting the par- 
tisane and members of resistance 
groups and exterminating the 
Jews and Communist leaders and 
other sections of the population. 
Ohlendorf, chief of the S.D. who 
led one Of these groups, stated in 
an affidavit, “When the German 
Army invaded Russia I was leader 
of Binsatsgrupped in the southern 
sector and in the course of the 
year during which I was leader it 
liquidated approximately 90,000 
men, Womén and children.” 


PILLAGE OF PUBLIC AND 
PRIVATE PROPERTY. 

The next section to be dealt 
with was the pillage of public and 
private property. The evidence 
established that the territories oc- 
cupied by Germany were exploited 
for the German war effort in the 
most shameless way without con- 
sideration of the local economy 
and in consequence of a deliberate 
design of policy. The methods em- 
ployed varied from country to 
country. But in all cases the pur- 
pose to be achieved was to enrich 
Germany and to strengthen Ger 
many’s war effort at the expense 
of the occupied countries, Agri- 
cultural products, raw materials 
and even foreign securities and 
holdings of foreign exchange were 
all requisitioned and sent to Ger- 
many. The evidence of widespread 
stafvation among the Polish 
people in the government-general 
of Poland indicates the ruthless- 
ness and the severity with which 
this policy of exploitation was car- 
ried out.

At 10 a.m. on that historic day 
more than 10 months ago, the 
courtroom became churchly quiet 
as Sir Geoffrey Lawrence, tri- 
bunal president, made a brief 
opening statement on the man-

Cited without question was tes- 
timony that two and a half million 
Jews were murdered at Auschwitz 
(Oswiecim) between May and De- 
cember, 1943, and that half a mil- 
lion in addition died of disease 
and starvation. 

The court répeated that the hair 
of Jewish women victims, before 
they were killed, was cut to be 
used in mattresses; that after cre- 
mation human ashes were em- 
ployed as fertilizer; and that in 
some cases attempts were made 
to use fats from human bodies for 
the commercial manufacture of 
eoap. 

Also without question, the court 
mecepted the estimate of Adolf 
Eichmann, in charge of Jewish ex- 
termination, that four million Jews 
were killed in concentration camps 
and two million were murdered by 
Einsatz commandos, or murder 
task forces employed on the east- 


ern front.

The court indicated its disbe- 
lief in defense testimony that it 
was Nazi policy to keep the 
United States out of the war at 
all costs and that the attack on 
Pearl Harbor struck the Berlin 
hierarchy with consternation and 
dismay.

On July 30, 1946 after nine 
months of tedious and often dull 
hearings, the trials against the in- 
dividuals came to an end and the 
hearings on the criminality of the 
seven indicted Nazi organizations 
began, 

For one month the tribunal 
heard evidence presented for and 
against the S.S., S.D., 8.A., Gestapo, 
Political Leadership Corps, Gen- 
eral Staff and High Command and 
the Reich Cabinet. 


Then, on Saturday morning, 
Aug. 31, the defendants made their 
final statement. In a crowded 
courtroom, Goering rose to his feet 
to declare he did not feel himself 
guilty, that he had tried to avert 
war by negotiations, that even 
though he was Germany’s No. 2 
man, he could not know of every- 
thing that took place in Germany, 
but that, nevertheless, he stood 
back of “everything I have done.”, 

Hess made a rambling 20-minute 
speech devoted mainly to the 
“Strange glassy eyes with the 
dreamy cast of the men who had 
surrounded him” during his in- 
ternment in England. Baldur von 
Schirach pleaded for the youth of 
Germany which he led as direc- 
tor of the Hitler Jugend. 

One by one they stood before 
the portable microphone and made. 
their protestations of innocence, 
Many of them pleaded that re- 
gardiess of what happened to 
them as individuals, the people of 
Germany be spared and given a 
chance to rebuild the country.

Lawrence dryly re- 
marked: “That will be entered as 
a plea of not guilty.” 

The other 19 defendants took 
their cue from Goering, most of 
them declaring that in the sense 
of the indictment they were not 
guilty. 

Hess dropped the trial’s first 
bombshell when he calmly an-

No Suggestion of Leniency. 
From time to time the names of 
most of the defendants cropped 
up in the reading. Never so far 
as one could tell was there the 
slightest overtone of leniency. 
Most of the faces of the accused 
grew longer and paler as_ the 
relentless pronouncement beat 
against their ears. But Goering 
and Hess, who have long since 
reconciled themselves to death, 
were triumphant. Obviously in 
their view the court word by word 
was tearing down its own glory 
at the bar of history and was 
bearing out the Nazi prediction 
that the verdict would prove to 
be an act not of justice but of 
policy. 

In a final statement, Goering 
accused the prosecution of wholly 
ignoring all the defense evidence 
and argument. Chatting with his 
fellow prisoners during recesses, 
the No. 2 Nazi was clearly assur- 
ing them that the court was do- 
ing the same thing. 


Despite these strictures, every 
brass hat in the world rests to- 
night most comfortable on its ap- 
pointed head.

NUERNBERG, Sept. 30 (AP)— 
The international military  tri- 
bunal adjourned at 6:40 p.m. to- 
day after reading 177 pages of 
its 250-page judgment against 22 
Nazi leaders and seven 4rganiza- 
tions. 

_Today’s session lasted almost 
eight hours. Final verdicts and 
sentences will be delivered to- 
morrow after the court concludes 
the reading of its 100,000-word 
opinion. 

The first part of the judgment 
by the judges of the United 
States, Britain, Russia and 
France strongly indicated that 
all of the individual defendants 
would be convicted on one or 
more of the four counts in the 
indictment: 

The court indicated, however, 
that some of the lesser defend- 
ants might not be sentenced on 
the part of the indictment charg- 
ing a conspiracy to commit ag- 
gressive war. 

“The tribunal has decided that

It was found guilty of hav- 
ing taken part in the persecution 
and extermination of Jews, bru- 
talities and killings in concentra- 
tion camps, excesses in the admin- 
istration of occupied territories 
and of the slave Jabor program 
and the mistreatment and murder 
of prisoners of war. The judgment 
includes all branches of the organ- 
ization except its so-called riding 
units. 
Condemned by name are the 
Allgemeine, or general, S. S., the 
Waffen, or combat, S. S., and the 
S. S. Totenkopf detachments as 
well as all S. S. men who were 
members of the various police 


forces,

One optimist In the courtroom 
was the attorney for Franz von 
Papen, longtime German diplo- 
mat, who expressed the view that 
his client would be freed. 

Dr. Alfred Thoma, defense coun- 
cil for Alfred Rosenberg, who was 
the Nazi party’s official philoso- 
pher, declared during a morning 
recess that he would appeal any 
sentence of his client to the Allied 
Control Council and added that if 
Rosenberg were sentenced to 
death he would ask that he be 
shot, instead of hanged or be- 
headed. 

Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, 
former chief of the German high 
command, was convinced he would 
be judged guilty and has asked 


his counsel to appeal to the Allied | 


Control Council that he be shot 
instead of hanged if his sentence 
is death. 

In a summarized verdict, the 
tribunal referred to a charge 
of conspiracy against Hitler’s 
deputies and commented: “The 
tribunal did not find it neces- 
sary to decide whether a sin- 
gle conspiracy between the de- 
fendants had been established 
by the evidence. 

“The evidence established the 
existence of many separate 
plans to wage aggressive war. 
Continued planning with ag- 
gressive war as the objective 
had been established beyond all 
doubt.”

“Out of 5,000,000 workers who 
arrived in Germany, not even 
200,000 came voluntarily.” 


Sauckel had been. appointed 
plenipotentiary- general for the 
utilization. of labor on the 12th of 
March, 1942, and thereafter was 
in command of this gigantic op- 
eration. He had reported to Hit- 
ler in 1943 that the workers be- 
longing to all foreign nations 
were treated humanely, but the 
evidence established the fact that 
the conscription of labor was 
accomplished in many cases by 
most drastic and violent methods 


Manhunts took place in the 
streets, at motion picture houses, 
even at churches, and at night in 
private houses. Houses were some- 
times burnt down, and the fam- 
ilies taken as hostages, practices 
which were described by the De- 
fendant Rosenberg as having their 
origin “‘in the blackest periods of

under guard, often packed in 
trains without adequate heat, food, 
clothing or sanitary facilities. The 
treatment of laborers in Germany 
in many cases was brutal and de- 
grading.

| was reviewed in detail. 
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The policy of extermination 
arose shortly after the attack on 
the Soviet Union. ‘The einsatz- 
gruppen of the security police 
and “S.D.” were given the duty 
of exterminating the Jews in the 
East. 

Massacres of Jews took place at 
Rovnow and Dubno and in many 
of the concentration camps. 


The commandant of the con- 
centration camp at Auschwitz 
(Oswiecim) gave evidence that 
in that camp alone between the 
Ist of May, 1940, and the Ist of 
December, 19438, 2,500,000 persons 
were exterminated, and a fur- 
ther 500,000 died from disease 
and starvation. He described the 
actual killings in these words: 

“It took from thTee to 15 min- 
utes to kill people in the death 
chamber, depending upon the 
climatic conditions. We knew 
when the people were dead, be- 
cause their screaming stopped. 
We usually waited about half an 
hour before we opened the doors 
and removed the bodies. After 
the ‘bodies were removed our 
special commandos took off the 
rings and extracted the gold 
from the teeth of the corpses.” 

Beating, starvation, torture and 
killing were genera] in the 250 con- 
centration camps. The inmates 
were subjected to cruel experi- 
ments. 

At Dachau in August of 1942 
victims were immersed in cold 


] water until their body temperature 


was reduced to 28 Centigrade, 
when they died immediately. Other 
experiments included high altitude 
experiments in pressure chambers, 
experiments with poisoned bullets, 
experiments with contagious dis- 
eases and experiments dealing 
with the sterilization of men and 
women by X-rays and other meth- 
ods, 


The hair of the women victims 
was cut off before they were killed 
to be used in the production of 
mattresses. The clothes, money 
and valuables were sent to the ap- 
propriate agencies for disposition. 
The gold teeth and fillings were 
taken from the heads of the 
corpses and sent to the Reichs- 
bank, After cremation the ashes 
were used for fertilizer and in 
some instances attempts were 
made to utilize the fat from the 
bodies of the victims in the com- 
mercial manufacture of soap. 


Adolf Eichmann, who had been 
put in charge of the program 
to exterminate the Jews, has 
estimated that the policy _pur- 
sued resulted in the killing of 
6,000,000 Jews, of whom 4,000,000 
were killed in the concentration 
camps and 2,000,000 were killed 
by the Einsatz groups. 


THE ACCUSED ORGANIZA- 
TIONS. 


The tribunal then returned to 
the question of the accused 
organizations and held that a 
criminal organization is analog- 
ous to a criminal conspiracy in 
that the essence of both is co- 
operation for crominal purposes.

Canol project, he emphasized, was 
made on Oct. 26, 1943, by the joint 
chiefs of staff, of which he was a 
member, and at no time did he 
individually urge or recommend 
that it be continued.

King said it was general policy 
to keep files classified as secret. 
President Truman finally, last 
week, authorized the Navy Depart- 
ment to reelase the files to the 
committee. As to the insistence 
of the joint chiefs on continuing 
Canol, he said that it was consid- 
ered essential at the time to pipe 
aviation gasoline to the air bases 
there. 

Pipeline “Small Pptatoes.” 

“Well,” interposed Senator Kil- 
gore, “can you tell us what 3000 
barrels of oil a day would mean 
to a large fleet operation?” 

“I don’t know what you're get- 
ting at,” responded the witness, 
“but for a real fleet operation 
that would be small potatoes,” 

“I’m getting at this,” Chairman 
Kilgore retorted. “That Canol 
Pipeline was only four inches in 
diameter, and could pipe only 3000 
barrels a day under the best of 
conditions—meaning the summer 
months. So by your own state- 
ment, that quantity was meaning- 
less. And now the whole project 
has been junked.” 

King said the joint chiefs had 
approved continuance of the proj- 
ect on the basis of a recommenda- 
tion of a subsidiary joint produc- 
tion nad survey committee. “I 
did not personally read that re- 
port as far as I can recall,” he 
said. 

- Chairman Kilgore leaned back 
in his chair and said soberly: “Let 
me tell you something, Admiral.

Commission Approves 
Principle Over Slavic 
Opposition After Plea 
by Vandenberg. 


By JOSEPH DYNAN 


PARIS, Sept. 30 (AP) — The 
Peace conference’s Balkan eco- 
nomic commission today wrote 
broad guarantees for freedom of 
Danube navigation into the peace 
treaty with Romania, overriding 
strong Russian objections, after a 
plea by United States Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg to adopt some 
such guarantee. 


The commission also inserted 
provisions for a Danubian confer- 
ence of all riparian states, to- 
gether with the United States, 
Russia, Britain and France, within 
#ix months from the time the 
treaty takes effect, to draft def- 
inite traffic rules applicable to all 
traffic on Europe’s greatest inland 
waterway. 

The decision was taken by an 8 
to 5 vote on east-west lines, with 
one abstention. The question is 
one of the most controversial is- 
sues before the commission. The 
decision still must be ratified by 
the full conference and the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers to have 
any effect. A Russian “no” could 
prevent approval by the foreign 
tuinisters’ council. 

French Proposal Approved. 

The proposal adopted was a 
French amendment, strongly 
backed by the United States and 
Britain. Russia’s delegate had in- 
sisted no mention of the Danube 
should be made in the treaty. The 
decision was foreshadowed when 
the commission voted 9 to 5 
aga:nst the Soviet proposal. The 
French amendment makes free- 
dom of navigation on the Danube 
binding on Romania. 

The commission was expected 
to write the same clause into the 
treaties with Hungary and Bul- 
garia.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (UP)— 
The president of a firm accused of 
selling $14 worth of surplus radio 
equipment and billing the Govern- 
ment for $4571 in sales expenses 
testified today that his company 
actually lost money on the deal. 

| Arthur Brownstein, president of 

Cords*Ltd., Inc., of Newark, N.J., 
said charges made before a spe- 
cial House committee investigat- 
ing disposal of Government sur- 
plus property were an “undeserved 
smear” of his company. The 
company acted as an agent for 
the Government. 

Brownstein said the War Assets 
Administration and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
shipped him only “unsallable 
scrap” which he could not sell 
and had to put in a warehouse. 
As a result, he said, he lost $300 
a month because he was unable 
to rent his warehouse to private 
individuals. 

He said that on several occa- 
sions he started to cancel his con- 
jtract with the Government, but 
was told each time he eventually 
would receive saleable material. 
He testified that he billed the 
Government for $3971 and sstill 
was owed $1048 of that amount. 
The War Assets Administration 
recently canceled its contract 
with his firm. | 

$17,614 for $120 Sale. 

August E. Miller, president of

| Bergen, N. J., which the WAA said 
sold $120 worth of equipment and 
sturned in an expense account for 
$17,614, asserted he had been 
ishipped quart: crystals, which 
were under a freeze order. He 
said he received special permis- 
sion to sell $120 worth to the Navy 
and that he incurred warehousing 
and inspecting expenses. 

Harold L. Naylor, former WAA 
employe and now manager of the 
Cole Instrument Co. of Los An- 
igeles, said his firm had received 
nothing but unsaleable material or 
material which was frozen by the 
Government. 

Later Bruner T. Honeycutt, 
commercial specialist for the War 
Assets Administration, . testified 
he found a “good sized package” 
of whisky on his office desk 
shortly before last Christmas. It 
was accompanied by a card bear- 
ing the name ‘of Herman Kriss- 
man, manager of the surplus 
property division, Belmont Radio 
Corp., Chicago. 

Honeycutt said he took his bot- 
tle home “rather than risk insult- 
ing anyone.” He testified that he 
saw similar packages on “several 
desks” in the office, but that he 
could not recall the names of the 
recipients. 

The Belmont firm has been 
identified in committee hearings 
as a “favored concern” which re- 
ceived desirable surplus radio 
equipment for sale to the public. 

Calls for Adequate Inventory. 

Meanwhile, the committee. said 
taxpayers face unprecedented loss 
unless the WAA corrects a “sloppy 
and unbusinesslike failure” to 
make adequate inventory of sur- 
plus war goods available for pub- 
lic sale. 

The group, headed by Repre- 
sentative Slaughter (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, criticized WAA for lack of 
sufficient control over its regional 
offices “with the result that at 
least some of these offices have 
been marked by ineptitude, confu- —— , 
sion and abundant opportunity for ae 
favoritism and fraud.” .

tos of Him at Ustachi 
Ceremonies Presented.

ZAGREB, Sept. 30 (UP)—Arch- 
bishop Alojzijc Stepinac, spiritual 
leader of 2,000,000 Croatian Catho- 
lies, denied today at the outset 


jiof his trial that he ever betrayed 
ii his country. 


Placed on the stand at noon 
after the reading of a 5l-page in- 
dictment, he pleaded not guilty to 
charges of collaboration with the 
Nazis and crimes against the 
Yugoslav Government. 

The archbishop asked permis- 
sion to make a statement, but the 
court rejected the request on the 
ground that “you will have to 
answer these questions first.” He 
then was questioned about the in- 
terrogation on which the indict- 
ment was based. 

“I don’t consider that I ever 
betrayed my country,” he said in 
response to one question. To 
others he replied time after time, 
“T refuse to answer” or “I have 
nothing to say.” The questions he 
balked at dealt mainly with politi- 
cal activity of the Catholic Church. 

Spectators hissed when the 
archbishop was question€éd about 
statements that he ordered masses 
for Ante Pavelic, Nazi puppet 
leader of Croatia during the war. 

“My Conscience Is Clear.” 

‘It is my holy duty to ask God 
to help the enemy, too,” he said in 
response to one question. When 
the court charged that he acted 
without conscience in not trying 
to keep the people from joining 
the pro-Nazi Ustachi, he rejoined: 
“My conscience is clear.” 

“Which of your consciences— 
that of the priest or of the man?” 
the prosecutor inquired. ‘My con- 
science as a man,” he replied. 

The prosecution introduced pho- 
tographs showing the archbishop 
attending various Ustachi func- 
tions with Pavelic. 

“T see no reason not to go to 
ceremonies when I am asked,” 
the defendant said. “We all know 
what such ceremonies mean.” 

Questioned about a picture of 
him attending the Ustachi parlia- 
ment, he replied: “I have been to 
your parliament, but that does not 
mean I approve of your ideology.” 

Bristling, the presiding justice 
demanded to know whether he 
was comparing the Ustachi and 
the present government. He said: 
“I do not compare them. I only 
state a principle.” 

Charges in Indictment. 

The long indictment charged 
the 46-year-old Archbishop with 
forcing people to join the Catholic 
Church and aiding the Fascist 
Ustachi movement. The public 
prosecutor said the forced conver- 
sions were designed to “strengthen 
papal interests in the Balkans and 
secure the penetration of Italian 
imperialism.” 

The Archbishop refused to se- 
lect his own defense counsel “for 
reasons of principle.” The four- 
man peoples’ court named two at- 
torneys to handle his case. 

He was brought to trial along 
with 15 other defendants, includ- 
ing Erik Lisak, the notorious 
Ustachi colonel. 

The prosecutor asserted that the 
defendant was “no longer an arch- 
bishop, but a most responsible ter- 
roristic conspirator.” 

“Consequently,” he said, “there 
is no question of persecution of 
the Catholic Church, priests, or the 
faithful. The criminal proceed- 
ings are against Stepinac, who, 
as a traitor to our people, helped 
those who occupied Yugoslavia. 
collaborated with the ustachi, and 
aided the Ustachi remnants after 
the liberation.” 

Referring to his alleged “force- 
ible conversions,” the prosecutor 
said “crime remains crime even if 
it is approved and consecrated by 
the Pope—and for such crime one 
should answer before the people’s 
court. 

Zagreb’s streets were heavily 
guarded as the trial began. Police 
armed with sub-machineguns were 
stationed at strategic points 
throughout the city.

There are five main arguments 
in the debate—geographic-histor- 
ical, legal, moral, military and 
world power politics arguments. 

Here is the American view on 
them: 

The g®ographic-historical argu- 
ment. Both the Panama and Suez 
canals are man-made waterways. 
Human beings dug them. By g@ig- 
ging them, these human beings 
acquired a special right to control 
them. The United States dug the 
Panama Canal and Britain bought 
Suez from those who had dug it, 
but the Dardanelles are a natural 
waterway, not made by men; also 
it is in Turkey, not Russia. 

Thus the United States and 
Britain have geographic-historical 
rights in Panama and Suez, re- 
spectively, which Russia can 
hardly claim in the Dardanelles. 
“The Soviets are the last people 
on earth with any claim to God’s 
handiwork—they don’t even be- 
lieve in Him,” says a cynical and 
possibly prejudiced individual 
here. 

The legal argument. The United 
States and British positions in 
Panama and Suez are legal. They 
rest on treaties made with the 
only other countries having any 
legal rights in connection with 
the two canals. But Russia has 
no treaty or other legal support 
for the claims now made. On the 
contrary, Moscow has solemnly 
promised in at least two treaties 
not to make the demands it is 
now making in the way it is now 
making them. 

Russia signed the Montreux 
convention, which set up the pres- 
ent regulation of the Dardanelles 
—Turkish control subject to a cer- 
tain measure of international su- 
pervision.

Partners in the Nazi Crime 


When the British and French delegations to 
the war crimes trial sabotaged Justice Jackson’s 
demand for the indictment of Nazi war indus- 
trialists, Richard L. Stokes characterized it cor- 
rectly. Mr. Stokes said it was “the supreme 
scandal of the Nuernberg trial.’ 

At the close of the trial, that act of sabotage 
is the same scandal it was at the outset. When 
the individual verdicts are returned by the four- 
power court tomorrow the biggest lack will be 
absence of punishment for the “economic Gen- 
eral Staff,” which was as mueh a part of Hitler’s 
fiendish plot to dominate the world as his mili- 
tary and party leaders. 

Aggressive war, the end result of that plot, 
entered the catalogue of crimes by today’s deci- 
sion of the International Military Tribunal. 

Mr. Stokes writes now that in all probability 


proceedings subsequent to the Nuernberg trial. 


will be conducted as each occupying power may 
desire, within its own zone. Thus, the verdicts 
this week would be the last of joint, four-power 
action against the German war criminals. 

This change holds the promise of being all to 
the good. If subsequent proceedings are con- 
ducted in the American zone by an American 
court with only American prosecutors, no other 
power can sabotage a renewal of Justice Jack- 
son’s demand for trying the industrial partners 
in Hitler’s crime against humanity. We.can in- 
dict whomsoever we please. If need be, we can 
try them in absentia. Martin Bormann, deputy 
to Hitler, has been in the dock at Nuernberg in 
name only. He was not caught and it is now 
widely believed that he is dead. 

It is true that not all the Nazi industrialists 


lived in what is now the American zone. Many’ 


were in the Saar-area, which is administered by 
the French. Many more were in the Essen- 
Duesseldorf-Cologne region, under British con- 
trol. But while the British might have prevented 
indictments of industrialists behind the closed 
doors of a secret meeting, it is unlikely that they 
would refuse to deliver for trial economic war 


‘criminals once the United States indicted them 


and asked for their presence in a court of law. 
The British care too much about the state of 
Anglo-American relations in the eyes of the 
world to risk the consequences. 

Even though further indictments were limited 
to additional Nazi war makers solely in the 
American zone, there is every reason to go un- 
hesitatingly ahead. Frankfurt-am-Main and its 
suburb, Hoechst, were respectively the business 
and the factory centers of I. G. Farbenindustrie; 
the main building of that Colossus of the chemi- 
cal world is Gen. McNarney’s headquarters. 

The war industrialists of Munich, Stuttgart, 
Nuernberg and Wuerzburg, to say nothing of 
many smaller cities, operated in what is now the 
American zone, By the timé the Nazi machine 
reached its production peak, all Germany was 
one vast war-.factory. 

The part of the industrialists in laying the 
groundwork for World War II, though an old 
story, needs frequent retelling, so quickly do we 
grow indifferent. Germany's economic barons 
were on the job when the late Schickelgruber’s 
name was still Schickelgruber. They were plot- 
ting another try at world conquest when the 
Munich gang was only a comical bunch of beer 
drinkers. 

For a decade before Hitler came to power, the 
super-business men were perfecting the cartel 
technique in international trade. By this insidi- 
ous, hidden device they corrupted businesses 
around the world, including some notable 
American firms. They weakened the defense of 
potential enemies. Part of our plight when Pearl 
Harbor came can be charged up to the German 
industrialists. With Hitler as dictator, they 
worked hand-in-glove with the military. Some 
readers of the record say that the military lead- 
ers tried harder to turn Hitler from his mad 
course than the profit-harvesting industrialists. 

The trial at Nuernberg, costly and long-drawn 
out as it has been, is an achievement of gigantic 
proportions. Daily for 10 months, Judges from 
four nations have presided over a four-power 
prosecution and a German defense. Never has 
difference in language been put to such a test. 
Never has this barrier been more successfully 
overcome. Nuernberg is a demonstration of in- 
ternational co-operation as well as international 
justice. Today’s decision, making aggressive 
war a crime, is worth all that Nuernberg has 
cost in time and effort and money. : 

The Nazi industrialists should come next. Let 
the United States lead the way and, if necessary, 
let us prosecute them alone. History should 
never be able to say that, after a loss of 300,000 
American lives, we were so craven as to follow 
the lead of those who hoped some day to renew 
business dealings with these partners in the 
Nazi infamy.

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Repulse of the Bonus ‘Marchers 

Gov. Donnelly handled his meeting with the 
veterans’ bonus marchers with both courage and 
skill. He could have met privately with a com- 
mittee of three veterans, but instead chose to 
speak openly with 250 of them. The Governor 
minced no words, advised the group on how to 
present their demands in an orderly and demo- 
cratic manner, and won the day. The bonus 
marchers went home. 

This sudden interest in a bonus as evidenced 
by the march is somewhat remarkable. Only a 
few months ago, a committee of the Legislature 
sought testimony from numerous organizations 
on the cash grant question, but few persons 
bothered to attend the committee hearing. In 
the meantime, the State American Legion con- 
vention went on record against a bonus now, and 
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local chapters of the American Veterans Com- 
mittee have denounced the proposal as a “cheap 
fraud.” 

Most veterans have realized that they would 
have to help pay for a bonus to themselves, and 
that a small cash grant in these inflationary 
times would be relatively meaningless. But if 
the few ex-service men who “marched” on the 
capital in their autos still want to make an issue 
of it, they can make their appeal to the Legisla- 
ture. Gov. Donnelly has told them how.

The Kansas City Scandal 


On the basis of an inquiry by the Kansas City 
Star, in which 5000 interviews with voters were 
made and hundreds of affidavits signed, it ap- 
pears that the defeat of Representative Slaugh- 
ter in the primary was accompanied by whole- 
sale fraud. 

It was freely predicted before the primary, 
because of the nature and composition of his 
district, that Slaughter would win, despite Mr. 
Truman’s personal opposition. He was beaten 
by a concentratedly heavy vote in Kansas City’s 
First and Second and part of the Fourteenth 
Ward, where the strength of the old Pendergast 
machine is great. 

The picture is a very ugly one. It indicates 
deliberate miscounting of ballots; widespread 
marking of ballots by election officials regard- 
less of the will of the voter; fraudulent voting 
of names of persons who did not appear at the 
polls; violations of ballot secrecy; and violations 
of Election Board instructions on proper conduct 
of the balloting. In.short, here is the old pat- 
tern of election thievery, familiar. to Missouri 
voters. It is the kind of thing for which Mis- 
souri won particular infamy in the days of the 
late Boss Tom Pendergast. 

Mr. Truman knows all about the methods of 
the Pendergast machine. He himself is a crea- 
ture of it. In urging the election of Enos Axtell 
(he said he had known Axtell for years but, upon 
being asked his first name, could not recall it) 
he should have suspected that the resurgent Pen- 
dergast machine would revert to type to do the 
presidential will. The most ordinary prudence 
should have caused him to issue the sternest or- 
ders to James M. Pendergast to conduct an hon- 
est election. 

Kansas City vote thieves, who flourished under 
James Pendergast’s Uncle Tom, have only re- 
cently emerged from prison, where they were 
sent after being prosecuted by former United 
States Attorney Milligan. But their successors 
evidently learned no lesson. To say, under the 
circumstances, that Slaughter’s defeat was a 
Pyrrhic victory for Mr. Truman is to put it mild- 
ly. The attention of the nation, which has been 
disposed to be charitably forgetful of Mr. Tru- 
man’s rise from political obscurity as a pet of a 
corrupt boss, now is focused on that fact. 

The evidence uncovered by the Kansas City 
Star inquiry has been turned over to. United 
States Attorney Sam M. Wear, an appointee of 
Mr. Truman, by the Kansas City Election Board, 
which believes the material constitutes substan- 
tial evidence of fraud. The public will expect 
Mr. Wear to handle this potato, however hot, 
with all the firmness and determination his 
predecessor, Mr. Milligan, showed in similar cir- 
cumstances, If he does not, the incident will rise 
to haunt the Administration. A failure to prose- 
cute vigorously will‘compound a scandal which 
intimately touches the President of the United 
States.

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“A Stricken City” 


Pittsburgh, in the poignant phrase of its 
Mayor, is “‘a stricken city.” Its power service is 
reduced to a dribble, its street cars and busses 
stopped, its schools crippled, its stores and fac- 
tories shut down or running on an emergency 
basis. 

For three weeks the city has been frustrated 
and afflicted by a power strike, which at worst 
might cut off electric power altogether, as a 
walkout .by the same union did last April. A 
complete shutoff of power is averted now only 
because clerical and supervisory employes have 
stepped into the breach, working double and 
triple shifts to keep a minimum of current flow- 
ing. 

City and State authorities have shown them- 
selves impotent to settle the strike. The United 
States Conciliation Service seems equally power- 
less. The best it has to offer is to send two 
conciliators with orders to get the representa- 
tives of labor and management in a room and 
keep them there until they come to terms. 

This means that not fairness or justice but 
endurance will decide the issue. The side least 
able to stand thick smoke and stale air gives in. 
It is a polite form ef the third degree carried 
over from police methods to the labor field. 

In labor disputes in utility industries, the pub- 
lic requires the protection of prescribed proce- 
dures, fully sanctioned by law. The right to 
strike is not absolute, but has been conferred by 
judicial decision and custom. In public service 
industries, it should not exist at all, and it is 
one of the first orders of business for state legis- 
latures and Congress, in their respective fields, 
to enact legislation safeguarding the rights of 
the public, labor and management without re- 
sort to strikes. It is an order of business past 
due. . 


A Demagogic Squawk 

Representative Wright Patman of Texas calls 
for a congressional uprising against the La Fol- 
lette-Monroney Act, which he denounces as 
“bordering on Fascism.” What liberties of the 
people does the La Follette-Monroney Act take 
away? Not a single one. It is the law which 
makes a modest beginning at modernization of 
Congress. 


The aspects which stir Patman are its reduc- 


tion in the number of standing committees and 
its provision for a budget for the operations of 
Congress. Neither is unreasonable in any de- 
gree. Squawks such as this one from the dema- 
gogic Texan are one good evidence of the value 
of the La Follette-Monroney Act.

The extent of most Americans’ famili- 
arity with their own country depends, I 
think, more on accident than on anything 
else, 


Rarely is there any logical pattern to the 
thing. There must now be’tens of thou- 
sands of veterans in this land who, thanks 
to the war, are far more intimately ac- 
quainted with Tokyo than with Chicago, 
with London than with San Francisco. 


In my own case, though I have lived 
longer in Providence than anywhere else, 
I know New York, Washington and even 
Los Angeles much better than I know 
Boston. And, as to many seaboard dwell- 
ers, the vast area of the Middle West is 
to me almost entirely an unknown land. 


Perhaps this is why I was so strongly 
impressed by my recent brief visits to a 
couple of Middle Western cities—Cleveland 
and St. Louis. 


I was in each place only a matter of 
three or four days, and can hardly claim 
to “know” either town. Nevertheless, my 
impressions of both cities were sharp and 
distinct—though certainly superficial and 
quite probably inaccurate, 


Breezes Off Lake Erie 


Cleveland seemed to me the Midwestern 
equivalent of the New York metropolitan 
area. Not that Cleveland itself is anything 
like New York City. It is, to begin with, 
a much cleaner, handsomer, more spacious 
place. Nearly all of Cleveland’s streets are 
broad, and many are thickly dotted with 
trees, 


Even the smallest homes looked relatively 
modern, ‘well kept-up and thoroughly com- 
fortable; I saw nothing remotely approach- 
ing a slum area, The breezes off Lake Erie 
seem to wash the air and make it sparkle. 
The contrast with a cramped, grimy New 
England town like our own is painfully 
sharp. 


If you talk to Clevelanders, though, you 
find they are not conscious of their good 
fortune, but consider their city plagued by 
all sorts of civic ills. One of the local 
papers was running a vigorous smoke- 
abatement campaign while I was there, and 
when I remarked that Providence would 
be happy to exchange smoke problems 
with them, I was solemnly assured that 
theirs was a real menace to the city. 


Clevelanders also complain bitterly that 
sewage makes swimming impossible in the 
waters of the lake which glitter so invit- 
ingly in the sun; they appear to regard 
water pollution as a problem peculiar to 
their own habitat. 


A Real Melting Pot 


It is, however, something about Cleve- 
land less tangible than streets and houses 
that recalls the New York metropolitan 
area. Partly it is the mixed population 
(Cleveland is a real melting pot), the zip 
and hustle on the streets at all hours, the 
dominant note of mercantile endeavor. 
Partly it is the fact that the city is sur- 
rounded by a suburban area as rich and 
lush as anything you could find on Long 
Island or in Westchester. 


I left Cleveland feeling about it as I 
always have about New York—if you gave 
me the place, I, for one, would live there.

‘found in the Middle West. 


In many ways, it is the perfect distillate of 
successful, middle-class American life. 


For looks, St. Louis isn’t in it with Cleve- 
land. The large Negro population lives in 
row after row and block after block of 
depressing “semi-attached” houses, and 
much of the city is as unlovely as anything 
the East has to offer. 


Bourbon, Baseball, Luxury 


But around the green expanse of Forest 


Park cluster numerous luxury hotels, big, . 


new apartment houses and fine shops. Here 
the citizens come to play, and in droves. 
They are well-dressed, but not flashy in the 
New York style, obviously prosperous and 
just as obviously middle class. They fit 
their environment. 


St. Louis is an island of plenty in a land 
of shortages, where they use bonded bour- 
bon for bar whisky, where taxis respond to 
the snap of a finger, where it is possible 
to eat good steak at every meal. 


Residents of St. Louis believe—probably 
with reason—that their city is as nearly 
depression-proof as any place in America. 
The industry is varied, the people work 
hard and live moderately, and there is an 
air of material well-being over the whole. 


But it is not a stultifying materialism. 
The people are proud of their big-league 
ball team, and they are also proud of Carl 
Milles’s handsome fountain, “The Wedding 
of the Rivers,” which decorates the plaza 
of the railroad station, and of their famous 
Municipal Opera in Forest Park. St. Louis 
is one of the very few American cities 
which has three top-flight newspapers. 


There is a depth of interest in all sorts 
of things which, I suspect, is nat commonly 
For anyone 
who tends to feel ashamed of America’s 
materialistic bent, a visit to St. Louis should 
be a useful antidote. 


TOO MANY DECIBELS

Long'ago we were warned that advancing 
civilization would force us to live in an age 
of irritants, not the least of which would 
be noise. Folk adjacent to Love Field seem 
to be doubting the wonders of civilization. 
Perhaps they can sympathize with residents 
of Malvern, Pa., who went to court to have 
the airport declared a public nuisance. But 
aircraft’ are only a phase. Automobiles 
race and horns toot, Trolleys clang. Mo- 
torcycles roar with an ear-drum-bursting 
reverberation. A Pennsylvania psychiatrist 
observes civilization, 1946 style, glumly: 
“Noise lowers our faculties. It makes us 
irritable, pessimistic, grumpy.” 

Time is here, it seems, when social dis- 
tinction may depend on the decibel rating 
of our home, rather than on its proximity 
to the railroad tracks, “Decibel” will creep 
frequently into print—a term having some- 
thing to do with measuring sound. Ironical- 
ly, civilization has become so distorted that 
our local fashionable districts have a bad 
decibel rating, due to aircraft. So-called 
slums may have a better, if the vehicles are 
kind. 

There are partial solutions to this din 
and clamor, but nothing totally remedial. 
Automobiles and aircraft are here to stay. 
So are riveters. We are caught in our own 
contraptions. After all, we are now a na- 
tion 80 per cent urban. We left the noise 
of young calves and growing grass for all 
this.

HOME AWAY FROM HOME, by Julia M. H. Carson. 

(Harper & Bros., New York.) 

Using an easy-to-read narrative style, 
Julia Carson describes the many and varied’ 
activities of the USO. She tells the stories 
of the problems and situations that con- 
fronted individual workers as this organiza- 
tion grew and expanded to meet many 
meeds. The reader becomes acquainted 
with the people who undertook to bring 
comfort, understanding, and entertainment 
to the members of the armed forces, to our 
allies, to families of service men, and to 
war workers in crowded industrial areas. 

Although the characters are fictitious the 
incidents have occurred in many places; 
Volunteers. and staff workers will find 
themselves and their tasks in the stories. 
Then, reading about countless other tasks 
performed by other workers in other situa- 
tions, they will realize the magnitude and 
scope of the organization in which they 
played a small part. The activities covered 
come down to those of peacetime. 

A driver of a mobile unit, having a mo-. 
tion picture at an out of the way post fills 
in the sound effects himself, when the 
sound track went bad. Junior hostesses go 
under military escort to a dance at an out- 
post in the Atlantic. A director of a big 
USO finds just the right volunteers to fuk 
fill all requests from wrapping gifts and 
serving coffee to giving spiritual advice to 
disturbed men. A woman brings a birth- 
day cake to the railroad station canteen, 
because it will be some boy’s birthday. A 
camp show unit continues its act on the 
dock as the ship pulls out for overseas. A 
building inspector who supervised remodel- 
ing for USO clubs always makes sure that 
the service women have very feminine 
rooms with ample laundry facilities. 

And so the story is told, not in statistics, 
but in details that recreate the atmosphere 
the boys knew. 

Emphasis is placed upon the successful 
co-operation of USO workers of varying 

reeds and races in serving where and 
when they were needed. Amusing anecdotes 
about serious problems inform the réader 
how racial and religious prejudices were 
overcome. It is to be hoped that the will- 
ingness to work with and for those of 
other races and religions will be a per- 
manent contribution of the USO to democ- 
racy, NINA STEINSON.

Full employment and full consumption 
must replace the “divine right” of King 
Capitalism to determine employment in the 
view of this author, a professor of __ 
nomics in the University of Texas. His 
program of limited capitalism follows the 
New Deal pattern, based no doctrines af 
Veblen and Keynes. Its aim is not aboli- 
tion of the rich but lessening the gap be- 
tween riéh and poor by abolishing under- 
consumption. To do this, he suggests pub- 
lic works, enlarged social security and pro- 
gressive taxation of large incomes. 

Savings are proportional to income, and 

. Many people are left without enough money 
to buy their share of production while a 
few have more than they can wisely invest. 
This over-saving should be taxed off and 
directed back into purchasing channels. 
Although preferring direct taxation, the 
author believes deficit spending is sound 
provided there is a rising social income.

States. The revolting Qashqai and 


Bakhtiaris can put 50,000 rifles into the field. They can be fully sup- 
plied with heavier weapons through their captured port of Bushire. 
They occupy a strategic position and can probably defeat—on their 
Own ground—anything that Premier Qavam can send against them. 


British authorities flatly deny 
having had any part in their re- 
volt, If this is true, then fate is 
pro-British. For manner and mo- 
ment of this revolt correspond 
closely to British interests, Cer- 
tainly, Premier Qavam, the Ira- 
nians themselves and the Russians 
will see the fine “hand of Alan 
Trott, British Consul General in 
Ahwah, behind the seven-point 
ultimatum from the tribesmen. 


Moreover, the head of the revolt, 
Naser Khan Qashqai, is an old 
friend of the British in general 
and of Alan Trott in particular. 
In his excellent little volume, 
“Spheres of Influence,” Sydney 
Morrell tells how the _ British 
buttered up the tribal leaders, and 
maintained constant liaison with 
them, This policy is now paying 
dividends. 


An Old Struggle. 


Instead of an Iran completely 
under Soviet domination, we may 
now have a divided Iran, half 
“Soviet,” half “British.” The line 
dividing the “two.worlds” may 
run neatly through the middle of 
Jran, 

The British-Soviet struggle for 
control of Iran has been going 
on for a long time. In the nine- 
teenth century the British got the 
upper hand. Then the Russians 
moved in. By 1907, to avoid trou- 
ble, the two empires agreed to 
divide their victim. American at- 
tempts to maintain a precarious 
Iranian independence were _  re- 
sented by both Moscow and Lon- 
don. World War I was an occa- 
sion for driving the Americans 
out, 

During that war the British 
again got the upper hand. Stalin 
attempted to correct this. But 
Lenin, who practiced the anti- 
imperialism he preached, rudely 
ordered Stalin out. 


Communist Coup. 


After the Iraqi revolt of 1941, 
Britain and the Soviets agreed 
upon the joint occupation of Iran. 
The United States came in as a 
sort of pro-Iranian third occupier. 
According to Mr. Morrell, the fail- 
ure of the admirably planned 
American mission under Dr. A. C. 
Millspaugh, was partly due to the 
American area commander, a 
clumsy militarist called Maj. Gen. 
Donald H. Connally, who success- 
fully prevented the United States 
from developing a propaganda line 
to Iran. 

Relations between the Soviets in 


British in the south reMained 
cool. Therefore all three countries 
agreed to evacuate Iran by a cer- 
tain date. But meanwhile the 
Soviets had set up a Communist- 
dominated, so-called democratic 
party, the Tudeh. This party 
joined the rich Iranian racketeers 
- driving out the Millspaugh mis- 
sion. 

But it prepared the way for the 
virtual seizure of Azerbaijan prov- 
ince in the north, for the granting 
to Russia of oil concessions (still 
unratified by the Iranian Parlia- 
ment, which cannot meet until 
after new elections), and for a 
re-formed Iranian Cabinet under 
Qavam in which at least half the 
members were pro-Russian, This 
despite the vigorous efforts of the 
United Nations to protect Iranian 
independence all last spring. 

It began to look as though it 
was all up with Iranian independ- 
ence although the wily Qavam, 
with some American support, still 
hoped and schemed. 


, But after the Tudeh stirred up 
a strike in the British oil fields 
in the south, fate (or the British 
Government) played a final card— 
the revolt of the warlike southern 
tribes. The alleged object of this 
revolt is to compel Qavam to re- 
verse his pro-Russian course. 


A Role for U.N. 


Several outcomes seem possible. 
Qavam may bow to his rebellious 
tribesman (whose revolt may not 
be entirely unwelcome to him) 
and take a less pro-Russian line, 
in which case he can count on 
trouble from foscow. 

Or his troops can perhaps put 
down Naser Khan, in which case, 
extension of Soviet influence to 
southern Iran through the Tudeh 
party seems certain. 

Or Qavam’s troops may be de- 
feated by the tribesmen. Where- 
upon the British and the Soviets 
may reach a new agreement to 
divide Iran. 

Or finally, Qavam may go slow 
and ask the United Nations As- 
sembly to send a mission to in- 
vestigate the activities of all for- 
eign powers within Iran. If sturdi- 
ly backed by the United States, 
such a scheme might save the 
last shred of Iranian independence. 

Two things are certain. (1) That 
the Middle East is economically 
and strategically too important 
for the United States to leave it 
to Russia—as Henry Wallace de- 
sires. (2) That the American 
people will support a policy of 
upholding world legality through 
the United Nations but will reject 
any partnership in what they will

Coal Supply Halved. 


While some construction went 
on here in Sweden during the war, 
with no destruction such as oc- 
curred in most of the rest of 
Europe, nevertheless thousands of 
families are constantly seeking a 
place to live, 

The birth-rate is soaring here as 
ft is almost everywhere else. 

The scarcity of building mater- 
Sals and of skilled labor is acute. 
A large number of men were kept 
mobilized during the war, and now 
it is necessary to keep an extra 
labor force in the forests to cut 
wood, since Sweden is receiving 
less than half of the amount of 
" coal imported before the war. 

One result of the housing short- 
age is the pitiful advertisements 
that appear in all newspapers. 
Young couples appeal for a boom, 
so that they can be* married. 
Families advertise that they are 
about to be put out onto the 
street and ask householders to let 
them rent a basement or store- 
room. 

The shortage might have been 
less acute if Sweden had not sent 
portable houses to the devastated 
countries of Europe. These went 
to France, Norway and elsewhere. 

Along with the shortage of 
apartments and houses, goes an 
acute shortage of hotel rooms. A 
stream of vibitors besieges every 
first-class hotel in Europe. After 
the long, dark night of war, Euro- 
peans are eager to move about 
again and to have a little sample 
of pleasure and ease once more. 


Shrinking the Dollar. 


There is an almost feverish de- 
sire to spend money. Most 
prices here have been tightly 
controlled. But the prices on art 
and on antiques have been un- 
restricted. ‘The result has been 
an extraordinary boom in paint- 
ings, both old and new, and in 
antiques of every kind. 

Prices of ordinary goods are not 
low, and that is particularly true 


STOCKHOLM. 


NE condition apparently prevails the world over, whether in 
Moscow, Stockholm, New York or just plain Podunk.

The same is true of travel be- 
tween Scandinavia and the rest of 
the European Continent. A dele- 
gation of 25 members of the 
Swedish co-operative organization 
is going to Switzerland for the 
International Co-operative Confer- 
ence. They had been promised 
railway transportation from Paris 
if they could get that far by plane. 
Now, that promise has been with- 
drawn. Their only hope is for 
bus transportation, which may or 
may not materialize. 


A Painful Rebuilding. 


When you are in the middle of 
Europe, you know how thorough 
was the ruin of war. But even 
from the perspective of this north- 
ern peninsula, relatively so un- 
touched, you can see how perilous- 
ly close to a breakdown the 
European system is. Slowly and. 
painfully, an effort is being made 
to put it together again. Sweden 
has contributed to that effort and 
will continue to contribute. 

Not merely politically and eco- 
nomically but culturally, the 
values of the past are cherished. 
The scale is small but the stand- 
ards are high. This country of 


for Americans buying in dollars, 
devalued recently by 14 per cent 
as a result of a decree of the 
Swedish Government. Inflation- 
ary pressure appears to be grow- 
ing stronger as the Government 
watches closely the trend in the 
U.S.A. 

Government policy sometimes 
results in strange contradictions. 
Industrialists would like to sell a

VOICE OF THE TURTLE 
WITTY LOVE COMEDY 


Opens at American Theater 
for Record Four Weeks’ 
Run. 


By MYLES STANDISH. 

“The Voice of the Turtle,” John 
van Druten’s comedy which 
opened last night at the American 
Theater for a record four weeks’ 
run, is a play of considerable 
‘charm and wittiness which owes 
its merit to the author’s clothing 
of a rather commonplace situation 
with bright dialogue, sharply 
etched characterizations and su- 
perb staging. 

Stated baldly, the plot would 
seem better adapted to True Story 
magazine than to comedy, It’s 
concerned solely with love prob- 
lems, chiefly in their shallower as- 
p cts. A soldier in Ncw York, 
during the war, is thrown with a 
young actress in her apartment 
for a week-end because her friend, 


another actress, has broken a date 
with him. Both soldier and young 
actress are suffering amorous 
hangovers -ror: broken affairs. 
They progress from. their first 
awkwardness to a companionship 
based on mutual misery. Their 
paysical rapprochement is sud- 
denly enhanced and exalted by 
the realization they have discov- 
ered love. They can stop living in 
the past and find joy in the pres- 
ent. Spring has come to their 
lives, and “the voice of the turtle 
is heard in our land,” as the Songs 
of Solomon had it. 

But this thin brath is given 
meat and spice by van Druten’s 
treatment of amused compassion. 
His boy and girl have character. 
The girl, Sally Middleton, has dis- 
arming naivete, a wistful fresh- 
ness, confused ideals. She’s still 
an innocent in outlook. Bill Page 
has tenderness and sympathy be- 
neath an exterior of shrewd prag- 
matism. It’s the contrast with her 
ingenuousness that provides most 
of the laughs. The actress friend, 
called Olive Lashbrooke, is a good- 
naturedly unmoral and a bit de- 
ceitful foil. Sex is there, both as a 
subject for some outspoken con- 
versation and in a bedroom scene, 
but it’s kept in hand with a deft 
light touch. 

Taking only the three charac- 

ters on a single set, the three 
rooms of the apartment, van Dru- 
ten has done a brilliant job in 
pacing the play, giving it sus- 
tained brightness and action, The 
players are constantly shifted 
among the rooms, keeping the 
piece dynamic. Van Druten also 
staged it for Producer Alfred de 
Liagre Jr., and his direction is as 
much an integral part of the play 
as his lines. There is as much wit 
in the actions as in the words. We 
saw the play in New York — the 
company there is in its third year 
—and note that in this’ road pro- 
duction every bit of stage busi- 
ness, every gesture, is duplicated. 
Although the _ direction has 
molded the acting along firm 
lines, there is still plenty of room 
for individual expression. Phyllis 
Ryder, as Sally, and Boyd Craw- 
ford as Bill impressed us as top- 
notch. They had ihe mood and 
spirit of their roles. They got out 
of thém all the considerable hu- 
mor written into them, without 
straining for effects. Miss Ryder, 
facing the formidable examples of 
such famous actresses as Marga- 
ret Sullavan and Martha Scott in 
the part, compares quite favor- 
ably with them. Marcia Walter 
seemed to us a little forced in her 
playing of Olive; there wasn’t 
quite the vinegar sting, the bite, 
the sharpness that one expected 
from the character. 
There were some empty seats in 
the rear at last night’s perform— 
ance. Whether the length of the 
run kept it from being a full 
house remains to be seen. But the 
play has packed ’them in else- 
where—this road company did 67 
weeks in Chicago, and a second 
touring company ran six months 
in Boston—and there is no reason 
to doubt that its great success 
won't be repeated here.

CONGRESS INQUIRY 
IN KANSAS GHY 
PRIMARY LIKELY 


House Committee Expect- 
ed to Send Investigator 
to Look Into Fraud 


Charges. 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 30 (AP)— 
Possibility of a congressional] in- 
vestigation into the August pri- 
mary election in the Kansas City 
area arose today following charges 
of fraud in the Fourth and Fifth 
congressional districts. 

In Jefferson City, Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly tolai a press conference 
he had airected the Kansas City 
Election Board some time ago to 
make a thorough investigation 
and if it found evidence of fraud 
to present it to federal authorities 
for action. 

“T have insisted all along that 
we have clean elections,” he said. 

At California, Mo. James P. 
Kem, Republican candidate for 


the United States Senate, said in 
a campaign speech today that 
“vote stealing” if permitted to go 
unchallenged in Jackson county 
would permit the “tentacles of 
Pendergastism to spread as before 
into other parts of the state and 
into the National Government.” 

In addition the Justice Depart- 
ment said in Washington it is 
seeking to determine whether 
any federal laws were violated. 
An official said attorneys in the 
criminal division are “analyzing 
information relating to the con- 
duct” of the election in the two 
districts. He ‘declined to discuss 
the nature of the information. 

The Kansas City Star said its 
reporters and investigators had 
uncovered voting irregularities, 
and Ludwick Graves, city election 
board chairman, said that there is 
“defnitely some evidence of fraud 
affecting both congressional and 
local races.’ 

Prediction of House Inquiry. 

In Washington, Chairman Priest 
(Dem.), Tennessee; of the House 
Campaign Investigating Commit- 
tee said after being told of the 
Star’s report: 

“T feel sure that, in view of the

The races invoived, the Star 
said, were those for county pros- 
ecutor, in ~ which incumbent 
Michael O’Hern lost to James H. 
Anderson, and for presiding judge 
of the county court, in which John 
A. Thompson won over Perrin D. 
McElroy. 

“If it is a question of local 
races, it is something over which 
our committee would not have 
jurisdiction,” Priest said. 


Axtell-Slaughter Race. 

The outstanding race in the 
primary was for the Fifth Dis- 
trict Democratic congressional 
nomination. Enos Axtell, who had 
the support of President Truman 
and the James M. Pendergast or- 


ganization, defeated the incum- 
bent, Roger C. Slaughter. 

The Star reported it had found 
evidence of such irregularities as 
miscounting of votes, violation of 
secrecy of the ballot and viola- 
tions of the election board’s in- 
structions on proper conduct of 
balloting. 

In his statement on the Kansas 
City Election Board’s § inquiry 
Graves said: 

“The board started an investiga- 
tion three or four weeks ago and 
our executive covered two of the 
precincts. We also gave the district 
attorney information collected by 
the Kansas City Star on all four 
precincts, 

“Our investigation will continue. 
We now are working on eight 
more precincts, and will co-oper- 
ate fully with the Star.” 

Irregularities Found Earlier. 

Earlier, Joseph R. Stewart, 
Democratic member of the board, 
said an investigation of the 
primary was undertaken more 
than a month ago and that ir- 
regularities had been found in one 
precinct. 

He said the investigation had 
failed to develop widespread evi- 
dence of the fraud charged by the 
Star. 

“We found in one precinct that 
some persons who went to the 
polls were told that their ballots 
already had been cast,” Stewart 
said. “Our inquiry is continuing.” 
He added that further action by 
the board would await completion 
of its investigation. :

TROOPS DISREGARD 
RULES IN TRIESTE 


Rejects Protest on Arrest 
of Six—Accuses Yugo- 
slavs of ‘Mischievous 
Propaganda.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (AP)— 
The United States Government, in 
a formal protest today, accused 
Yugoslavia of “disregard” of Al- 
lied military regulations in Trieste 
and of spreading “mischievous 
propaganda.” 

In a note over the signature of 
Undersecretary Will Clayton, the 
State Department acknowledged 
that American military author- 
ities in Venezia Giulia had de 
tained six Yugoslav soldiers on 
Sept. 9. It said they were found 
carrying hand grenades concealed 
in their clothing contrary to regu- 
lations. 

The soldiers, about whom Pre- 


ment protested, have since been 
released. 
Arrest Termed ‘Justified.’ 

The note, one of a number be- 
tween the two governments on 
various incidents, informed Yugo- 
slavia that the arrest had been 
investigated by an American mili- 
tary board of officers which found 
that the action was “justified.” 

It said that this government 
“is confident that if Yugoslav 
military personnel in Zone A (the 
British-American zone of occupa- 
tion) will evince an attitude of 
loyal co-operation toward their 
allied comrades in arms in Ve- 
nezia Giulia, they will meet with 
a most full and friendly response 
on the part of American military 
personnel.” 

“At the same time,” the note 
added, “this government desires 
the Yugoslav Government. to 
know that it resents the charges 
that Allied military authorities 
took no steps in this matter and 
that they inspired a small ‘fas- 
cist’ press to give a small ‘false’ 
account of the incident, and that 
it rejects these charges as mis- 
chievous propaganda without any 
foundation in fact.” 

Rejecting Belgrade’s protest of 
Sept. 16 over the arrest of the six 
Yugoslav soldiers, the United 
States note said: 

“The Government of... Yugo- 
slavia must have been aware at 
the time its protest was addressed 
to this Government, that the six 
Yugoslay soldiers had been re- 
leased to the Yugoslav military 
authorities in Zone A_ despite 
their violation of Allied military 
orders, and this Government is 
therefore unable to see any basis 
for a Yugoslav protest in this 
case, 

“Instead, it appears that this 
Government must protest once 
again the disregard shown by 
officers and men of the Yugoslav 
detachment in Zone A for Allied 
military regulations in that 
area.” 

The note reported that the 
board of officers which investi- 
gated the incident had found 
that “disrespectful remarks or 
profane language” had not been 
used against the Yugoslav mili- 
tary personnel as charged by 
Yugoslavia. The board recom- 
mended that no disciplinary ac- 
tion be taken.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30 (AP) 
—Strongly worded foreign policy 
declarations were in the making 
at the American Legion national 
convention which opened -here to- 
day. 

At the same time, a struggle for 
control of the Legion was shap- 
ing up, with World War II vet- 
erans openly demanding much 
greater representation and voice 
in the organization’s affairs. 

Militant leaders of the World 
War II faction, which contends 63 
per cent of ali Legion members 
are veterans of the recently ended 
conflict, met in a “rump” session 
last night to consider wresting 
more power from the entrenched 
World War I group. 

The Legion’s executive commit- 
tee adopted a resolution unequivo- 
cally supporting Secretary of State 
Byrnes’s foreign policy and, at the 
World War II veteran’s “rump” 
session they, too, backed Byrnes. 

Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Parks, chief 
of the Army public relations divi- 
sion, read a brief message from 
Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower to the 
opening-day session. Eisenhower, 
now in Germany, called on the 
Legion to support the Army’s plan 
for universal training and other 
defense legislation. 

Another speaker was England’s 
Field Marshal Sir Henry Maitland 
Wilson, who praised the co-opera- 
tion of United States and British 
fighting men in the war and said 
this spirit should never be al- 
lowed to. die.

FAINTING RESULTS from a variety of causes. In very 
old people with anemia, there is often a dizziness when they 
suddenly get out of bed or out of a chair, owing to a lack of 
adequate blood supply to the brain. This same reason often 
explains the fainting in many young people with a normal red 
cell count. ‘The antidote or treatment consists of laying the 
person flat so that the blood supply is restored to the brain. 
You readers may have noticed that even the face becomes pale 
just prior to the faint. There are also psychological causes for 
fainting, such as intense emotions like fright or even intense 
pleasure. Indeed, some people faint to avoid an unpleasant 
situation, or even to come up to the expectations of their 
associates, as was often true in Tennyson’s -day.

IN JENNY’S CASE the fainting was undoubtedly owing to 
the heavy breathing she indulged in while blowing the fire. 
Such blowing makes everybody dizzy, because we suddenly 
load up the oxygen capacity of the blood and exhale an extra 
amount of carbon dioxide. This quick change alters the oxy- 
gen-carbon dioxide ratio and the result is dizziness or actual 
fainting, based on sudden alkalinity of the blood. Jenny is 
not weak or sickly, for many people can be made to faint in 
such a situation. In fact, by suddenly taking a dozen deep 
breaths in quick succession we can all become light headed. 
Many divers deliberately do this, for the extra supply of oxy- 
gen in the blood enables them to hold their breath much longer 
than usual. Houdini was supposed to be able to remain sub- 
merged over four minutes by such preliminary deep breathing, 
coupled with repeated belching and swallowing with nose 
closed. Test your ability to hold your breath before and then 
after a peridd of deep breathing. You'll be surprised at the 


difference.

HERE is nothing more re- 

freshing than good homemade 

tomato juice, Those end-of- 
the-garden tomatoes are excellent 
for making it as well as chili 
sauce if they are sound. But one 
bad tomato can spoil all the juice 
that comes from the kettle con- 
taining that one tomato. The vine- 
gar and sugar in chili sauce will 
prevent any spoiled tomatoes from 
causing it to spoil, but they will 
give the sauce an off flavor, so it 
is poor economy to risk using 
tomatoes that are at all question- 
able. Pack the chili sauce in small 
jars—half pints if you have them. 
Or any small wide-mouthed com- 
mercial jar such as those in which 
mayonnaise comes in are ideal. Be 
sure they are clean. Cover with 
hot. paraffin and screw on the 
lids. Don’t be alarmed to find 
your tomato juice separated into 
two kinds of liquid, clear at the 
top and the heavy red part at the 
bottom. All homemade juice is like 
this. When it is shaken up before 
serving, it will be the same con- 
sistency all the way through. The 
commercial juice is put through a 
strainer that divides the solid mat- 
ter into much finer particles and 
as a result does not settle out. But 
this does not make it any better 
in the way of flavor or nutritive 
value than your own. 

Tomato Juice. 

One bushel tomatoes, salt. 

Choose sound, thoroughly ripen- 
ed tomatoes of the reddest color 
possible. Wash tomatoes thorough- 
ly and cut out the core and any 
other blemishes from the toma- 
toes. Be sure to discard any 
tomatoes that have open cracks 
or spoiled portions. Cut tomatoes 
in quarters and place in kettles. 
Add no water. Cover, heat to 
boiling slowly, shaking pan occa- 
sionally to prevent sticking. Cook 
until tomatoes are soft. Then put 
hot tomatoes through a food mill 
to remove skins and seeds. Pour 
thick hot juice into clean hot jars. 
Add one teaspoon salt to each 
quart juice. Put lids on and pro- 
cess in a water bath for 10 
minutes. Finish sealing if zinc 
porcelain lids and rubber rings 
have been used. Cool thoroughly 
before storing. Makes about 16 
quarts juice. 

Chili Sauce. 

One peck tomatoes, two green 
peppers, four medium onions, two 
cups light brown sugar, firmly 
packed, three cups cider vinegar, 
one and one-half ounce mixed 
pickling spices, two and one-half 
teaspoons salt. 

Choose’ firm, perfectly ripe to- 
matoes and the redder, the more 
beautiful the chili sauce will be. 
Wash tomatoes, dip quickly in 
boiling water to loosen the skins, 
Peel and remove cores. Cut to- 
matoes in quarters and place in 
an aluminum or enamelware ket- 
tle. Add green peppers that have 
seeds and dividing membranes re- 
moved and chopped, the chopped 
onions, the sugar, vinegar and 
salt. Add the spices tied loosely 
in a cheesecloth bag. Heat to 
boiling, reduce heat and simmer 
over low heat, stirring occasional- 
ly until the desired thick consis- 
tency is obtained or from 2 to 2% 
hours. Remove spice bag and pour 
sauce into hot, sterilized jars.

Saute one tablespoon chopped 
onion in 3 tablespoons melted but- 
ter until soft and transparent. 
Blend in four teaspoons flour and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, If canned 
lima beans are used, drain off 
liquor, measure and add water to 
make three-fourths cup. Add one 
bouillon cube and one-half tea- 
spoon paprika. Bring to a boil, 
simmer for two minutes, stirring 
constantly until smooth and thick. 
Heat thoroughly, add two table- 
spoons chopped parsley and serve 
hot over the two cups fresh 
cooked or canned lima beans, 
Four servings. Serve each child 
three cups of milk to drink and 
each adult one cup in addition to 
that used in today’s menus,

E PARK, Sunday. 
ad- 
dressing the 
Point yesterday, spoke about 
peace and said not only that our 
objective in this country was to 
obtain permanent peace, but that 
he thought we could attain our 
objective. 

Some people might wonder that 
he chose West Point to make an 
address of this kind. Here were 
boys being trained for the busi- 
ness of war, so why talk to them 
of peace? Yet it is highly signif- 
icant, I think, that he felt they 
were the ones who should under- 
stand that in the future their job 
might not be to prepare for war, 
but to keep their nation at peace. 

These boys may be called upon 
to keep the peace of the world 
under the United Nations. They 
will certainly form a nucleus of 
a well-disciplined group among the 
civilians of our nation, and they 
will serve as a constant reminder 
that each individual can either 
bring about war by his selfish ac- 
tions or he can work for peace 
by taking an interest in the world 
as a whole. 

I have been surprised and some- 
what shocked to find how casually 
certain groups of people seem to 
take it for granted that another 
war ig inevitable. These people, 
of course, must also take it for 
granted that the use of the atom 
bomb as a’ means of destruction 
will be outlawed, 

But it cannot be outlawed unless 
we set up strength enough under 
the United Nations to keep peace 
in the world. As long as it is not 
outlawed, and as long as all other 
methods of waging war against 
one’s neighbors are not kept under 
joint control, to be used only 
against an aggressor, none of us 
will ever be really secure. We 
can, of course, live from day to 
day, resolutely putting out of our 
minds the disagreeable facts which 
any intelligent person faces and 
accepts today. If we choose not 
to face the facts of a new scien- 


‘tific and physical world, we can 


drift to our own destruction; but 
we will do it because of stupidity 
and lack of courage. 


No one of the big powers and 
certainly none of the small powers 
is going to be really secure until 
collective force is an actual reality. 
When we once accept the fact that 
recourse to war is self-destruction, 
we will also accept the fact that 
all problems must be negotiated 
and that solutions must be found. 
If the majority makes a decision, 
the minority will have to abide by 
the decision which has been 
reached. The appeal to force by a 
minority group must be recognized 
as completely futile. 

Keeping peace in the world is 
going to require great intelligence, 
because it is going to mean a real 
understanding of world economy 
and of the use of economic 
‘weapons to make peace so worth- 
‘while that there will be no tempta- 
tion to go to war. Many people 
say that all of this is useless un- 
less human nature undergoes a 


radical change. That may be quite — 


true, but becoming a better human 
being is an individual achievement 
and one which even governments 
can do little about! You and I will 
have to do that job, and probably 
we will have to keep on doing it 
day in and day out all of our lives,

Dermatitis 


A Result of 
Sensitivity

VERY woman wants white, 
F; smooth-skinned well-cared-for 

hands. Even to have them 
roughened from exposure or work 
makes her self-conscious and the 
appearance of a skin rash is a 
eause for real anxiety. It not 
only interferes with the routine 
of daily life but may also be a 
positive social and economic 
handicap. 

Dr. Norman Tobias of St. Louis, 
Missouri, has made a study of a 
large number of patients with 
various types of skin rashes on 
the hands. In about four out of 
ten instances the condition was 
due to what is known as contact 
dermatitis and half of the cases 
occurred in housewives. 

In these cases, the skin rash is 
due to sensitivity to some sub- 
stance with which the hands 
come in contact. Substances re- 
sponsible included certain kinds of 
soap and washing powders, tur- 
pentine, varnish, silver polish, and 
various ointments. In workers, 
gasoline, cutting oils, glue, pho- 
tographic solutions and cement 
may be responsible. 

ee 2: 
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THE SKIN RASH in all these 
cases was made up of patches of 
inflamed skin containing pimples 
or blisters. Later on there was 
some scaling. 

The rash usually appears first 
on the back of the right hand or 
over the knuckles. After a time, 
the left hand is affected, but usu- 
ally to a lesser degree. If not 
checked by proper treatment, the 
rash may spread to the wrists and 
forearm. As a general rule, when 
the condition is caused by soap 
and washing powder, it is usually 
worse in winter and often starts 
at the base of the thumb. The 
rash, as a rule, causes severe itch- 
ing. 

Contact dermatitis is usually 
easy to diagnose by the appear- 
ance of the rash and a history of 
exposure to some irritating sub- 
stance. What is known as a patch 
test is helpful in making a diag- 
nosis. This is carried out by ap- 
plying some of the substance 
under suspicion to a piece of gauze 
and fastening it to the skin with 
adhesive tape.

AT THE END of 24 hours, if the 
patient is sensitive to the sub- 
stance being tested, a red, in- 
flamed area will be noted where it 
has been in contact with the skin. 

In treating contact dermatitis 
when it first starts, some soothing 
preparation such as a solution of 
aluminum acetate is employed by 
the doctor. If the condition has 
been present for several weeks, 
ointments containing xeroform, 
zinc oxide and tale are suggested 
by Dr, Tobias. ’ 

Light mineral oil is used to re- 
move the ointment. If the condi- 
tion has been present for several 
months a tar paste is suggested. 
X-ray is occasionally employed. 
Ultraviolet light treatments tend 
to make the condition worse. As a 
part of the treatment infections in 
the teeth, tonsils or sinuses, 
anemia, constipation and a lack of 
vitamins should all be treated if 


present.

Now he is planning, in the near e 


future, to branch out with a coun- ; 
try club for Negroes where they 


can swim and play golf and ten- 
nis as well as ride. 

“That's the dream of my life,” 
Stephenson said, looking around 
with evident pride at the neat and 
trim riding academy where a 
dozen or more nattily attired 
equestrians were trotting around 
the ring. “It’s going to take me 
quite a while and a lot of money 
but I want to start as fine a coun- 
try club for Negroes as possible, 
The biggest problem for our race 
is to find an outlet. If we want 
to go swimming, where can we 
go? If we want to go skating or 
play golf. or tennis, how many 
places are open to us? ‘There’s a 
Negro Y.M.C.A. but it can’t ac- 
commodate everyone, and too 
often when places are opened up 
they’re operated by white men 
who are interested, not in helping 
the Negro but in exploiting him.” 

The riding stables which Steph- 
enson and his four assistants—his 
“boys’—made over from a dump- 
ing ground with much haulin 
away of ground and hauling in o 
cinders, is a meeting place for 
clubs such as the Hawthorne Rid- 
ing Club, the Homer Phillips 
Nurses Club, the Stowe Teachers 
College Club, and others. Steph- 
enson himself taught most of 
them to ride and hopes in time 
to have enough good riders to 
compete with some from Joe 
Louis’ stables in Detroit and 
another one in Cleveland. 

“Some of these riders got their 
first interest when a white stable 
that wasn't doing so well let Ne- 
groes in,” he explained, “but when 
they came here they didn’t know 
how to ride; they could just sit 
on a horse, My idea was to teach 
these children how to ride really 
well. 

“It’s good for them in lots of 
ways. Here's a girl scared to 
death to ride, won’t even get near 
a horse. We tell her it’s way-back 
stuff to’ be afraid of anything. 
We tel] her that if we ever expect 
to succeed as @ race we have to 
learn to discipline ourselves and 
conquer our fears. By using a

little psychology, pretty soon she’s 
riding as well as anybody.”

Stephenson uses not only psy- 
chology but a strict moral code 
in operating the stables and rid- 
ers who come there to learn a 
posting trot find themselves get- 
ting a little Emily Post-ing as 
well, Horseplay is left strictly to 
the horses at Parkview and when 
anyone gets a little out of hand, 
Stephenson has only to speak to 
them in a nice sort of way, he 
says, and they stop, though the 
fact that he is a large and brawny 
man may have something to do 
with it. Profanity is prohibited 
and only soft drinks are served 
in the restaurant and lounge 
where riders relax. 

“There’s nothing here to lead 
these children astray,” Stephen- 
son says. “And when we start our 
country club it’s going to be run 
the game way, open to anyone 
who can behave like a lady or 
gentleman, a place where there's 
no rough stuff. I say ‘rough stuff’ 
because it’s usually associated 
with the Negro and sometimes 
rightly. But I think if enough of 
those who know how to act will 


teach the others, eventually we'll 


all be ready for our opportunities. 
Right now I’m afraid if any and 
every place were opened to Ne- 


groes, a lot of ruffians might ruin’ 


it for all time.” 

Stephenson acquired many of 
his behaviour ideas from fam- 
ilies for whom he worked. For 
about 15 years he was a house- 
man and chauffeur and his for- 
mer employers recall that he was 
always alert and studious, given 
to reading books while he waited 
in the car, and that occasionally 
he surprised them by tutoring the 
daughter of the house in algebra 
and some of her other high school 
subjects. In addition, he says, he 
had always liked “drawing and 


parlor business. 


painting and fixin’ up,” so when 
he had saved enough money, he 
and his wife, Sadie, went into a 
business that he felt would sat- 
isfy his artistic side, the beauty 
Not only an 
artistic but a financial success, 
the beauty parlor is now a thriv- 
ing business with six employes, 


“You might say we just jumped 
into that business,” Stephenson 
chuckles. “We didn’t know a 
thing about it. Now this riding 
stable was different. My uncle 
was a big horse trainer up in 
Monroe City and I’ve studied the 
fine points of riding and training 
horses all my life. All I had to 
learn was how io train horses so 
they could be rented out safely.” 


x * * 


The Parkview Stables has 27 
horses, nine of them privately 
owned boarders, several of them 
the property of white families. 
Stephenson's love'of horses is ap-. 
parent, both for those “with a 


string of papers a mile long” and 
the one of which he says, “She's 
not much to iook at but every- 
body in town is crazy about her, 
So we named her Sweetheart,” 
In addition to running the 
stable, which on busy Sundays 
keeps him working steadily from 
5 a.m. until midnight, Stephenson 
buys and sells horses and recently 
purchased one at the Horse Show 
sale, These selling ventures and 
the beauty parlor , he the riding 
stables going, as it is not exactly 
a money making venture yet since, 
as Stephenson points out, it takes 
$150 a week to operate it and on 
many rainy weeks it doesn’t make 
expenses. Even so, he considers 
both it and the proposed country 
club good investments in hig race 
and its social education. The ra- 
cial problem is one of which he

Now, 
in a frantic effort to salvage the 
contract, declarer cashed the ace 
king of diamonds, then led the 
heart ten. Obviously, if West had 
accepted thig trick, the heart nine 
in dummy would have become an 
entry to the good diamonds, 
West, however, wag the sort of 
player who never minds throwin 
away a trick if he sees a g 
chance to get back two, so in- 
stead of taking the heart ten, 
West deliberately sacrificed his 
sure trump trick by ducking. 

Decilarer, having surprisingly 
avoided the loss of a trump trick, 
now made one more effort to se- 
cure the contract, He drew West’s 
trumps, then laid down the ace 
of spades, hoping that West had 
started with a doubleton spade 
honor and that on the second 
spade lead he would have to win 
and give dummy entry with a 
diamond. But the West player 
who had been capable of jettison- 
ing a sure trump trick, did not 
fail to rise to this second emer- 
gency.
